AN ACT Relating to fiscal matters; making appropriations and1

authorizing expenditures for the operations of state agencies for the2

fiscal biennium beginning July 1, 1997, and ending June 30, 1999;3

amending RCW 43.08.250; creating new sections; providing an effective4

date; and declaring an emergency.5

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:6

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) A budget is hereby adopted and, subject7

to the provisions set forth in the following sections, the several8

amounts specified in the following sections, or so much thereof as9

shall be sufficient to accomplish the purposes designated, are hereby10

appropriated and authorized to be incurred for salaries, wages, and11

other expenses of the agencies and offices of the state and for other12

specified purposes for the fiscal biennium beginning July 1, 1997, and13

ending June 30, 1999, except as otherwise provided, out of the several14

funds of the state hereinafter named.15

(2) Unless the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions16

in this section apply throughout this act.17

(a) "Fiscal year 1998" or "FY 1998" means the fiscal year ending18

June 30, 1998.19
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(b) "Fiscal year 1999" or "FY 1999" means the fiscal year ending1

June 30, 1999.2

(c) "FTE" means full time equivalent.3

(d) "Lapse" or "revert" means the amount shall return to an4

unappropriated status.5

(e) "Provided solely" means the specified amount may be spent only6

for the specified purpose. Unless otherwise specifically authorized in7

this act, any portion of an amount provided solely for a specified8

purpose which is unnecessary to fulfill the specified purpose shall9

lapse.10

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(2) The attorney general shall include, at a minimum, the following1

information with each bill sent to agencies receiving legal services:2

(a) The number of hours and cost of attorney services provided during3

the billing period; (b) cost of support staff services provided during4

the billing period; (c) attorney general overhead and central support5

costs charged to the agency for the billing period; (d) direct legal6

costs, such as filing and docket fees, charged to the agency for the7

billing period; and (e) other costs charged to the agency for the8

billing period. The attorney general may, with approval of the office9

of financial management change its billing system to meet the needs of10

its user agencies.11

year 1998 and $3,032,500 of the general fund--state appropriation for12

fiscal year 1999 are provided solely for a contract with the Washington13

technology center. For work essential to the mission of the Washington14

technology center and conducted in partnership with universities, the15

center shall not pay any increased indirect rate nor increases in other16

indirect charges above the absolute amount paid during the 1995-9717

biennium.18

(2) $1,650,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal19

year 1998, $1,650,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for20

fiscal year 1999, and $5,100,000 of the public safety and education21

account appropriation are provided solely for a contract to provide22

access to the legal system for low-income people.23

(3) $723,000 of the general fund--federal appropriation related to24

the federal department of justice Byrne grant is provided solely for25

legal advocacy for victims of domestic violence.26

(4) $1,000,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal27

year 1998 and $1,000,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for28

fiscal year 1999 are provided solely for a contract with the Washington29

state association of court-appointed special advocates/guardians ad30

litem (CASA/GAL) to recruit additional community volunteers to31

represent the interests of children in dependency, custody/dissolution,32

and other appropriate court proceedings. Of this amount, up to33

$100,000 shall be used by the department to contract for an evaluation34

of the effectiveness of CASA/GALs in improving outcomes for dependent35

children. The evaluation should also address the cost effectiveness of36

CASA/GALs and identify potential savings in other areas of the state37

budget that might result from their efforts. The evaluation is due to38

the governor and the legislature by October 15, 1998.39
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(5) $50,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal1

year 1998 and $50,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for2

fiscal year 1999 are provided solely for a contract to expand the3

services of the teamchild project to additional sites in Washington4

state. An evaluation on the effectiveness of teamchild in improving5

outcomes for children who are involved in the juvenile justice system6

is due to the governor and the legislature by October 15, 1998.7

(6) $25,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal8

year 1998 and $25,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for9

fiscal year 1999 are provided solely for the implementation of a10

mandatory training program on domestic violence for judges and other11

court personnel who handle cases or matters involving domestic violence12

issues. The program will be mandated, developed, and implemented under13

the authority and direction of the supreme court of Washington state.14

The department shall enter into an interagency agreement with the15

office of the administrator of the courts to achieve these objectives.16

(7) $6,725,500 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal17

year 1998 and $6,725,500 of the general fund--state appropriation for18

fiscal year 1999 are provided solely for the emergency food assistance19

program. The department shall spend no more than four percent of these20

amounts for administration, including up to $75,000 to contract for an21

evaluation of the emergency food system. The evaluation shall examine22

the efficiency and effectiveness of the system, including issues23

related to the acquisition, distribution, and storage of food, and24

shall include recommendations for changes that may be necessary. The25

department shall report the results of the study to the governor and26

the legislature by November 15, 1997.27

(8) $250,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal28

year 1998 and $250,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for29

fiscal year 1999 are provided solely to supplement projects undertaken30

by the planning and environmental review fund pilot program.31

(9) If sections 19 and 20 of Z-0400/97, (watershed referendum), or32

substantially similar legislation, authorizing the transfer of funds33

from the water quality account into the water resource administration34

account is not enacted by June 30, 1997, the appropriations from the35

water resource administration account shall lapse.36

(10) The entire water resource administration account appropriation37

is provided solely to provide technical and data support to local38

governments and watershed planning groups. Of this amount $291,000 is39
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provided for the establishment of interagency watershed teams1

consisting of the departments of fish and wildlife; ecology; community,2

trade, and economic development; and health to provide assistance to3

local watershed planning efforts based on an agency agreed upon4

workplan. The governor’s office shall coordinate the interagency team5

activities.6

(11) $100,000 of the general fund--federal appropriation received7

as a result of the federal violence against women act is provided8

solely for an interagency agreement with the criminal justice training9

commission. These funds shall be used to expand domestic violence10

training opportunities for law enforcement officers.11

(3) A copy of each feasibility study and project management plan1

shall be provided to the department of information services, the office2

of financial management, and legislative fiscal committees.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 906. BOND EXPENSES. In addition to such other13

appropriations as are made by this act, there is hereby appropriated to14

the state finance committee from legally available bond proceeds in the15

applicable construction or building funds and accounts such amounts as16

are necessary to pay the expenses incurred in the issuance and sale of17

the subject bonds.18

NEW SECTION. Sec. 907. LEGISLATIVE FACILITIES. Notwithstanding19

RCW 43.01.090, the house of representatives, the senate, and the20

permanent statutory committees shall pay expenses quarterly to the21

department of general administration facilities and services revolving22

fund for services rendered by the department for operations,23

maintenance, and supplies relating to buildings, structures, and24

facilities used by the legislature for the biennium beginning July 1,25

1997.26

NEW SECTION. Sec. 908. AGENCY RECOVERIES. Except as otherwise27

provided by law, recoveries of amounts expended pursuant to an28

appropriation, including but not limited to, payments for material29

supplied or services rendered under chapter 39.34 RCW, may be expended30

as part of the original appropriation of the fund to which such31

recoveries belong, without further or additional appropriation. Such32

expenditures shall be subject to conditions and procedures prescribed33

by the director of financial management. The director may authorize34

expenditure with respect to recoveries accrued but not received, in35
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accordance with generally accepted accounting principles, except that1

such recoveries shall not be included in revenues or expended against2

an appropriation for a subsequent fiscal period. This section does not3

apply to the repayment of loans, except for loans between state4

agencies.5

NEW SECTION. Sec. 909. GENERALLY ACCEPTED ACCOUNTING PRINCIPLES.6

The appropriations of moneys and the designation of funds and accounts7

by this and other acts of the 1997 legislature shall be construed in a8

manner consistent with legislation enacted by the 1985, 1987, 1989,9

1991, 1993, and 1995 legislatures to conform state funds and accounts10

with generally accepted accounting principles.11

Sec. 910. RCW 43.08.250 and 1996 c 283 s 901 are each amended to12

read as follows:13

The money received by the state treasurer from fees, fines,14

forfeitures, penalties, reimbursements or assessments by any court15

organized under Title 3 or 35 RCW, or chapter 2.08 RCW, shall be16

deposited in the public safety and education account which is hereby17

created in the state treasury. The legislature shall appropriate the18

funds in the account to promote traffic safety education, highway19

safety, criminal justice training, crime victims’ compensation,20

judicial education, the judicial information system, civil21

representation of indigent persons, winter recreation parking, and22

state game programs. During the fiscal biennium ending June 30,23

((1997)) 1999, the legislature may appropriate moneys from the public24

safety and education account for purposes of appellate indigent25

defense, the criminal litigation unit of the attorney general’s office,26

the treatment alternatives to street crimes program, crime victims27

advocacy programs, justice information network telecommunication28

planning, sexual assault treatment, operations of the office of29

administrator for the courts, security in the common schools, programs30

for alternative dispute resolution of farmworker employment claims,31

criminal justice data collection, and Washington state patrol criminal32

justice activities.33

NEW SECTION. Sec. 911. If any provision of this act or its34

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the35
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remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other1

persons or circumstances is not affected.2

NEW SECTION. Sec. 912. This act is necessary for the immediate3

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the4

state government and its existing public institutions, and shall take5

effect July 1, 1997.6
